establishing. peace. 

‘*As Mr. Nutting said in the House 
of Commons and repeated to us, very 
often when you. get this international 
tension you achieve better results by 
not being too public in what you are 
attempting to do. And it myst be our 
intense desire that the time will not. be 


far distant’ when a surprise will be sprung 


on the world with regard to the Middle 
East, as happened in connection with the 
thorny problems. of Trieste.”’

FRESH PROTEST NEW MARRIAGE 


TO AUSTRIA 


Failure to Settle 
Jewish Claims

VIENNA , 

The Austrian Zionist Federation has 
sent a message to the Chancellor, Herr 
Raab, who is leaving for the United 
States this week-end, protesting against 
the attitude of his Government on the 
question of Jewish heirless property 
and compensation claims. 

At the last meeting of the Austrian 
Finance .Minister, Dr. 
Kamitz, suggested that the Jews be paid 
30,000,000 schillings (about £410,000) for 
heirless property, and that a fund of 
100,000,000. schillings (about £1,400,000) 
be established to meet the individual 
compensation claims of victims of Nazism 
of all faiths. 


But even these proposals, which 


not meet the minimum demands of the 
Jewish negotiators, were opposed by 
Socialist members of the Coalition, who 
demanded that” Socialists persecuted in 
1934 by the Dolfuss régime should also 
be included in the compensation arrange- 
ments. As result. Dr. Kamitz’'s 
proposals were dropped. the Coalition 
agreement being that all Cabinet decisions 
must be unanimous.

Orthodox Group Condemns Plan : 


The Union of Orthodox Jewish Con-

The announcement regarding the 
amended ketuba and the National Beth 
Din was made at a press conference here 
last Friday. by leading Conservative rabbis

Wolfe Kelman, President and Executive 
Secretary respectively of the Rabbinical 
Assembly, and Rabbi Theodore Fried- 
man, of Congregation Beth El, South 
Orange, New.

Under the amended ketuba, worked out 
by Professor Saul Lieberman, Dean of 
the Rabbinical School and Professor of 
Talmud at the Seminary, the bride and 
bridegroom agree to recognise the Con- 
servative Beth Din “ as having authority 
to counsel us in the light of Jewish tradi- 
tion which requires husband and wife toe.

After stressing the importance of 
Chinuch Atzmai (the independent educa- 
tional system), Mr. Lobenstein said the

They must keep a watchful eye on the 
government of the day—-whether Conser- 
vative or Socialist.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


GOOD OLD AGE 


And Abraham was old, advanced 
in years, and the Lord had blessed 
Abraham in all things. (Gen. 
xxiv, 1). 3 | 


HIS verse, which opens the 
narrative of Abraham's con- 
cern that a suitable wife 

should be found for his only son, 
Isaac, is but one of three verses of 
the Scriptural account of the first 
Patriarch which convey the idea of 
the serenity and the tranquillity of 
a peaceful old age. 

There is in the Hebrew of the seem- 
ingly tautologous “old, advanced in 
years” a suggestion of the peaceful 
progress down the hill of life. But if 
this verse conveys the tranquillity and 
serenity of old age, the other two 


express the even greater beatitude of 


the promise and fulfilment of a peace- 


ful and happy death, unmarred by. 


sorrow or regret or mental anxiety. 
The promise indicates that although 
his descendants would encounter 
trouble and sorrow, he himself would 
be spared it. “Know of a surety that 
thy seed will be a stranger in a land 
that is not theirs, and shall. serve 
them, and they shail afflict them four 
hundred years. .. . But thou shall go 
unto thy fathers in peace, thou shalt 
be buried in a good old age” (Gen. 
xv, 13 and. 15). 

Thus death “in a good old age” 
obviously refers to the greatest joy 
that a man can know. when the time 
comes for him to surrender ‘his spirit 


to his Maker, Nachas from children . 


and descendants. * When, therefore, 
this verse finds: its. fulfilment in the 


. Statement, “And Abraham expired, 


and died in a good old age, an old 
man, and full of years, and was 
gathered to his people ” (Gen. xxv, 8), 
the rabbis of the Midrash naturally 
refer it to the same fact. 
FIRST of all they maintain that it 
means that his son, Ishmael, who 
had become a “wild ass of a man, 
his hand against every man, and every 
man’s hand against him,” returned in 


repentance to his: father’s home. and 


became reconciled with him and with 
Isaac. And, secondly, they maintain 
that Abraham could have exceeded 
even his allotted span of 175 years, 
but the Almighty dealt mercifully with 
him by allowing him to die on the 
day before his grandson, Esau, 
despised his birthright by selling it for 


mess of pottage. 


And, indeed, what greater happiness 
can be vouchsafed to any man than 
the knowledge that when the. time 
comes for him to pass into the Great 
Bevond, his children and his grand- 
children will carry on and propagate 


humble 


‘these. ideals for Which, and in which, 


he lived, that the spiritual heritage 
which he has bequeathed to those 


descendants will not be squandered, 


but cherished and added to ? 


i ACCORDING to our rabbis, it was 
just that sorrow which was spared 
Abraham, in the one case by the return 
of his wayward son to the home and 
ideals of the father, in the other by 
his merciful death before Esaus 
behaviour was to cloud his life. 

Nor js it the only occasion in the 
Bible when this promise is held out 
as one of God’s greatest boons. When 
Ahab acknowledged the enormity of 
his crime in arranging the judicial 
murder of Naboth in order to inherit 


his vineyard, then “the word of the- 
Lord came to Elijah the Tishbite, say- 


ing “Seest thou how Ahab humbieth 
himself before Me? Because . he 
humbieth himself before Me, 1 will 
not bring the evil in his days’” 
(I Kings xxi, 28-29). And similarly 
when, after the discovery of the lost 


Book of the Law, Josiah accepts tt, 


the prophetess Huldah gives him the 
message of comfort, “ Because thy 
heart was tender,. and thou didst 
thyself before the Lord, 
when thou heardest what I spoke 
against this place... .. Behold, I will 
gather thee to thy fathers, and thou 
shalt be gathered to thy grave in peace, 
neither shall thine eyes see all the evil 
which I will bring upon this place” 
(If Kings xxii, 19-20). 

Is not this indeed .a “good old 
age?” More than it no man can 
desire.

POLITICAL NOTES 


NOTABLE JEWISH 
CONTRIBUTIONS 


By a Political Correspondent 


As in other professions—the legal, 
medical, and the artistic—the Jewish 
contribution to politics in this country 
has been outstanding. Unlike on the 
Continent of Europe, there are no 
Jewish parties and no “Jewish 
politics.” But there are Jews in politics 
whose réle is of frequent interest. 

During the last few days sheir coniri- 
bution to politics in this country, as well 
as across the Channel, has caused much 
appreciative comment. Viscount Samuel's 
speech in the House of Lords during the 
Foreign Affairs debate last week was, 
despite his frequent participation in such 
events, welcomed as an outstanding, 
almost historic, event. With philosophic 
detachment and the sagacity of long 
experience he warned Britain and the 
world at large : to choose between 

‘co-existence and  co-extinction, a 


phrase which rang round the world as a - 


challenge and a warning. Only Sir 
Winston Churchill could have equalled 
him in aptness of phrase and depth of 
meaning. 

Another Jewish figure in that debate 
was the Marquis of Reading, who spoke 


for the Government-in which he is play- 


ing no small part in shaping official 
policy. In his reference to British guaran- 
tees to Israel, although he spoke with the 
utmost detachment, he brought into 


sharper relief Britain’s guarantees to Israel- 


under the Tripartite Declaration of 1950, 
giving. them stronger colour and more 
force than they received from. Sir 
Anthony Eden in the House of Commons. 


In the Commons | 


Earlier, in the House of Commons 
debate, on the same subject, Mr. Barneit 
Janner’s contribution was most notable, 
and won general applause, not least in 
the general press of the country. 

This week, Mr. Maurice Edelman con- 
tributed. a fair and lively share to the 
debate on old age pensions. His criticism 
of THe Times was sharp and gained him 
more space in that newspaper probably 
than he would otherwise have recetved.

JEWS’ COLLEGE CENTENARY FUND 


Mi. Mocatta’ s Plea to the 
Community :

The Chairman of the Council of 


Jews’ College; Mr. Alan. A. Mocatta, 


O.B.E., Q.C., appealed on Tuesday to 
the spiritual and lay leaders of con- 
gregations and communities to help in 
widening the circle of contributors to 
the Centenary Building and Endow- 
ment Fund of the college. 
Addressing a Council 
Woburn House, London, in the presence 
of the Chief Rabbi and the Haham, Mr, 
Mocatta pointed out that the Saye, 
and development of. the site [in Mon- 
tagu Square, W.C.], where a new home 
for Jews’ College is to be erected in time 
for the centenary celebrations, would cost 
much more than had originally been esti- 
mated—£145,000 instead of £110,000, 
apart from the cost of furnishing and 
equipment. As their fund, Mr. Mocatta 
added, also aimed at providing endow- 
ments, it was iremenvously important that 
the full target figure of £250,000 be raised.

DATING DEAD SEA 
SCROLLS 


Dr. Rowley’s Broadcast 


From a Correspondent 


The significance of the materials 


‘discovered in the caves of Qumran 


was discussed by the Rev. H. H. 
Rowley, Professor of Semitic Lan- 
guages and Literature at Manchester 
University, in the second of,two talks 
in the B.B.C. Third Programme last 
week on “ The Dead Sea Scrolls.” 
There had been sharp controversy 
among experts on the date of the texts 
brought to light, said Mr. Rowley. Some 
archeologists had stated categorically 
that everything deposited in Cave | must 
have been put there at about 100 B.c.e., 
and that therefore the texts must be older 
than this. But some scholars maintained 
that on internal evidence the texts could 
be shown to have been composed in the 
Palzographically this late dating raised 


‘difficulties; as the writing was certainly 


older than that of the Zadokite Frag- 
ments, which were dated between the 
tenth and. twelfth centuries 

Three questions were constantly being 
confused: the date of the composition 
of the non-Biblical texts contained in 
the manuscripts; the date of the copying 


of the particular manuscripts found; and — 


the date of the deposit in the cave. 
Excavation at the Qumran monastery, he 
said, confirmed the view that the texts 
were all deposited in the caves in_ the 
time of the Jewish revolt of 66-70 C.£. 
The available evidence appeared to be 
so strong that no dating of. the texts 
later than 66-70 c.k. was likely to stand. 

Of great importance, he thought, was 
the light the texts would shed on the 
background of the New Testament. But 
until all the evidence was published, , 
experts must be ready to adapt their 
theories to the fresh light that became 
available, It was unlikely that anything - 
would overturn the view that the Qumran 


»material came from a pre-Christian sect 


and was hidden in the caves early in the 
Christian era.

As a matter of 
fact, in inter-racial court cases the 
Judiciary “lean backwards’ in trying to 
be scrupulously fair to the members of 
the minorities, and in doubtful cases tend 


to give judgment in their favour rather | 


than in favour of the Jewish Israelis. 
The abolition of the death sentence, 

he stated, was an outstanding reform 

which not only placed Israel among the 


Most progressive nations in the. world, 


but was also in direct Jewish tradition. 
Mr. Samuel praised the Israeli. Civil

Obituary 


MR. ISAAC LANDAU 


Outstanding Communal 
| Leader 


Mr. Isaac Landau, for many years 
one of Anglo-Jewry’s outstanding 
communal leaders, died in London on 
Friday of last week, at the age of 80. 

He was born in East London in 1874, 
educated at the City of London School, 
and admitted as a solicitor in 1903. 
Soon after, his aitention became engaged 
in looking after the interests of Jews 


fleeing from persecution in Eastern 
Europe. In 1911 he was employed by 


the Board of Deputies as solicitor to act 
on behalf of distressed aliens in Britain. 
He joined the Board in 1919, serving on 
several committees. At the time of his 
death he was a member of the Law and 
Parliamentary Commiitee and the 
Shechita Committee. He also gave con- 
spicuous service to the Aliens Committee, 
bringing to bear his specialised knowledge 
in this field. Fo: 39 years he was a mem- 
ber of the General Committee of the 
Jews’ Temporary Shelicr, Mansell Street, 
He was a strenuous worker in. the 

sphere of Jewish education and for. 31. 
years was a member of the Council of 
Jews’ College. i 

A staunch -adherent of Orthodox 
Judaism, Mr. Landau was Hon. 
Officer of the Dalston Synagogue for a 
number of years. In 1911 he was its 
Financial Representative and from 1916 
to 1935 Warden of ‘the synagogue. He 
was also an Elder of the United Syna- 
gogue and was elected a Life Member in 
951. He served on the Council for 

But perhaps the work for which he will 
best be remembered is his outstanding 
service to shechita. He was a member of 
the London Board of Shechita for nearly 
40 years and he presided over its destinies 
for nine years. As President, his duties | 
were particularly exacting, since his term 
of office covered the war years. In 
carrying out his task with skill and devo- 
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tion he worked closely with the Ministry 
of Food. 
Mr. Landau was also a member of the

Wages of Shochetim 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 
Six students, four of whom were 


British-born and all of whom attended 
yeshivot, were now studying shechita, 


it was reported by the President of the — 


London Board of Shechita, Mr. H. A. 
Gaventa, who was in the chair at a 
meeting of the Board, held last week 
at 29 Alie Street, E.1. | 


Expressing the hope that the 
students would become an asset to 
the community not only in London. 
but in the provinces, the President paid 
tribute to the initiative of the Chief 
Rabbi for having called a conference 
of heads of yeshivot to deal with the 
matter. They now had suitable 
premises in Islington, where the 
students could be taught, and the Rosh 
Hashochetim was giving them the 
maximum time at his disposal. What 
they paid in. the way of bursaries to 


the students would be amply justified. 


The President then moved the recom- 
mendations of the Executive Committee. 
In connection with the 
** Rabbinical District Supervisors,” it was 
agreed that the present remuneration of 
£150 per annum (plus £50 per annum 
travelling allowance) should be increased 
by £50 per annum—a total of £250 per 
annum for each of the twelve supervisors. 

It was stated that the Executive Com- 
mittee had considered submissions for 
increased salaries by the Cattle Staff 


Aguda and the Poultry Staff Aguda, 


and that the following recommendations 
had been submitted for approval, That in 
connection with the cattle staff the weekly 
salaries for shochetim should be raised 
from £20 16s. to £23, and for shomerim 
from £17 6d. to £19 10s... with 
effect from July 4, 1954 (the date of 
derationing). 
Conditions 

These proposals, it was stated, would 
be subject to: (a) the staff entering into 
a “service agreement”; (b) that the 
present hour of commencement of work, 


namely 7 a.m., Shall be considered as 
normal, and the practice of. payments for 


slaughter of oxen in excess of 125 per 


week shall be abolished: (c) that there 
shall be no claims for further increases 
or review of salary by members of the 
staff or their representatives, for a mini- 
mum period of two years from the date 
such proposals are adopied by the Board. 

The cost of these proposals was stated 
to be about £4,396 per annum. 

In. connection with the poultry «staff 
it was stated that the salaries of shochetim 
were at present £9 10s. per week, rising 
by annual increments to a maximum of 
£13 Ss. per week. There were early 
morning duties (on a rota) at £2 10s. per 
hour for three hours per week. It was 
recommended that, with effect from 
January 1, 1955, the rate of remunera- 
tion should be £13 Ss. per week, rising 
by annual increments to a maximum of 


£18 per week; that those shochetim who - 


cannot perform early morning duties shall 
remain .on a maximum salary of £13 Ss. 
per week; and that those shochetim 
whose present total remuneration, includ- 
ing average overtime payments, exceeds 
£18 per week, shall remain on their 
present rate as personal salaries.” The 
estimated cost of the proposals was about 
£860 per annum. |

A forecast of universal moral 
regeneration based on Jerusalem was 
held out by the Chief Rabbi of Israel, 
Dr. Isaac Herzog, at a banquet given 
in his honour at the Dorchester Hotel, 
London, on Monday. 

Dr. Herzog, who is here with his wife 
to mobilise Anglo-Jewish support for the 
establishment of a Supreme Religious 
Centre in Israel, declared: * The splitting 
of the moral atom in every human being 
—that is the mission of Zion, our mission. 
What energy, what moral, what saintly 
energy will then issue from the redeemed 


brotherhood of God and man!” 


Today. he continued, after the massacre. 
of 6,000,000 Jews, including 1,000,000 
“babes and sucklings,” after the provi- 
dential restoration of Israeli statehood— 
the beginning of the redemption—there 
could no longer be any -doubt that it 
was the will of Providence that Israel 
should: serve as both the material and 
spiritual centre. of the Jewish people. 
‘And by moral precept and example.” 
he added; ** Israel is destuuned to become

at peace.

JEWISH-CHRISTIAN 
CO-OPERATION

The Rev. I. Livingstone and the 
Very’ Rev. E. N. Porter Goff (Provost 
of Portsmouth). gave their views on 
the scope and limitations of co-opera- 
tion between Jews and Christians in 
the field of social service, at a meeting 
of the London Society of Jews. and 
Christians, at King’s: Weigh House 
Church Hall, W.1, on Tuesday. The

After pointing out how Judaism stressed 
the need for. social service and. giving 
examples to show the many ways in which 
Jews and Christians could co-operate in 
worthy endeavours, Mr. Livingstone said 
that limitations in the scope of co-opera- 
tion were bound to. arise now and again, 
because of the different Sabbath. and 


Holy-days and because of the Jewish 


dietary laws. Efforts were often made 
to avoid the difficulty. He was convinced 
that Jews and Christians could remain 
loyal to their own teachings and heriiage 
and in. this actual loyalty find many 
opparuanitics for brotherhood and fellow- 
ship. 


The Provost of Portsmouth said he felt . 


that it was in sharing common problems, 
discharging common responsibilities, and 
performing common tasks tha; the real 
basis of co-operation between peoples of 
different faiths and, indeed, of different 
roups within these different faiths, were 
bid. The true basis of co-operation, he 
said, was laid when people came together 


without wishing in any way to modify | 


their own position or water down their 
own view, but to perform some common 
tasks. They were most likely, he said, to 
get real co-operation between pecple who 
were most firmly grounded in their own 
faith and were practising members of the 
religion to which they belonged.

JEWS IN ISRAEL 


Synagogue to be Built at 


Ramat Gan

Iraqi Jews in Israel, of whom there 
are about 170,000, are seeking to 
enlist the support of Iragi Jews in the 
Diaspora to build spiritual and cul- 
tural institutions in the Jewish State. 

Their immediate project is to erect a 
synagogue at Ramat Gan, where about 
60,000 of them now live. 

Mr. Edward Nissan, who was born in 
Iraq and who is now a British subject, 
recently visited the lragi community in 
Isracl, He told me about the project 
in an interview. 

Iragi Jews in Israel, he said, had. lost 
their inferiority complex and were proud 
to be doing constructive work as 
integrated citizens of the Jewish State. 


_ After initial difficulties in adjusting them- 


selves to local conditions they were now 
working as business men, shopkeepers, 
and artisans, especially in the building 
trades. Few opted to go on_ the 
land and the 3,000 to 4,000 Iraqi Jews 
remaining in the ma’abarot were mostly

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U.K. REVIEWS NEAR 
EAST SITUATION 


“ Realistic Appraisal ” 
By a Diplomatic. Correspondent 


Although Mr. 
foreign policy speech in the Knesset, 
and his appreciative comment on Sir 
Anthony Eden’s new assurances to 
Israel were, with the exception of THE 
TIMES, ignored by the British press, 
the policy of “ realistic appraisal” of 
the situation in the Middle East is 
being pursued in Whitehall with some 
vigour. 

What exactly the Foreign Office means 
by “a realistic appraisal” has not yet 
been clearly defined. But the term is 
understood to have been used at the 
recent meeting at the Foreign Office 
between a Jewish representative dclega- 
tion and Mr, Nutting, the Minister of 
State, and, more significantly perhaps, 
also in official discussions with diplomats 
of the Arab League countries in London. 

Whatever its ultimate meaning, one 
notable result 
demonstrated in London this week was 
the sudden change in the Sudan’s atiitude 
to the Arab League. Soon after his arrival 
in this country’ as the guest of the 
Government, the Sudanese Prime Minis- 
ter, Mr. Azhari, announced his Govern- 
‘ment’s decision to join the Arab League. 
Yet after a few talks with British states- 
men, the Premier suddenly changed his 


mind, declaring that the Sudan did not. 


wish to associate itself with the Arab 
League. 


Strife in Egypt 


This sudden change has caused conster- 
nation and much comment in Arab 
diplomatic circles in London and a quick 
cooling of their. affection for the 
Sudanese Premier, as well as a cancella- 
tion. of their many invitations to him. 

Fhe dramatic deposition of President 
Naguib, who still enjoys popularity in the 
Sudan, has, no doubt, added to the latter 
country’s. unwillingness -to join the 
League while the Egyptian internal situa- 
tion remains uncertain and threatened by 
the strife between the Nasser junta and 
the Moslem Brotherhood. But according 
to all information available, the true 
reason for. this volte face on the part of 
Mr. Azhari was his realisation § that 
Britain would not welcome such a step 
at the present moment when its political 
leaders are seeking ways and means to 
reduce tension in the Middle East. 

This was not the only disappointment 
which Arab diplomats in London have 
had in the last few days. Nasser’s ruth- 
less. measures agaimst ‘the Moslem 
Brotherhood and the arrest. of Naguib 
have not contributed to harmony between 
Arab diplomats here. As a result of 
the tension in Egypt and because some of 


_ the Arab Ambassadors cherish very warm 


sympathies for the Moslem Brotherhood, 
the regular meetings which have been 
held for some time between Arab League 
representatives. in London are under- 
stood to have been “ suspended.’ Pre- 
viously their aim was to co-ordinate Arab 
League policy as well as propaganda 
efforts in British political quarters and 
the press. 


Bombshell to Arabs 
But it was, perhaps, the news of Israel's 


remarkable progress in nuclear research © 


that ‘has come as the greatest bombshell 
to Arabs here, as no doubt to many 
others. The report that France had 
invited Israeli atomic scientists to jom 
French ‘scientists in nuclear research 
confirmed Israel's progress in this field. 
Whether this sensational news wil! also 
contribute towards a hastening of the 

‘realistic appraisal policy” is a matter 
of diplomatic speculation. But Israeli 
diplomats are inclined to believe that this, 
like other achievements, must enhance 
their country’s position and make it a 
more valuable partner. in the endeavour 
to use these vast atomic forces for 
progress and peace. 

Mr. Sharett’s exposé was completely 
free from any reference to Israel's attain- 
ment in this field, a tribute to his 
now well-established habit of under-. 
statement, It is unlikely that Israel will 
want to utilise its attainment in nuclear 
research for military purposes.- In fact, 
Isracl has denied such a_ possibility. 
Nevertheless, the impact of this news is 
bound to have a deterrent effect on 
Israel’s neighbours. 

But there is also another point which 
will no doubt not be overlooked by those 
who are at present engaged ‘in finding a 
way to mitigate Arab-Israeli hostility. 
Israel's umexpected emergence as a 
country with considerable success in 
nuclear research adds weight to the 
mediators’ efforts in arguing for peace, 
It also must make Israel a much more 
important candidate for partnership in 
any future political alliances in the 
Middle East.

DRIVE CURBED 


New Soviet Policy 


By a Special Correspondent 


The Soviet Government, as part of 


its coexistence theme, has now decided 
to soft-pedal the campaign against 


religion. 


This much has been made clear by the 


new decree signed by Mr. Khrushehey, 


the Party Secretary, ordering Soviet 
officials to avoid rudeness and violent 
language in their anti-religious propa- 
ganda. But he has deliberately refrained 
from denouncing the campaign itself. 
What the Soviet authorities now urge 
is noi a change in substance, but merely 
of practice. Kk would be a mistake to 
suppose, as some did, that the Com- 
munist attitude towards religion has in 
any way undergone a change. — Their 


attitude Lo religion continues to’ remain 


one of hostility, a point made clear in 
the very issue of PravDa in which Mr, 


Khrushchey’s. pronouncement appeared. 


But there is also sufficient evidence to 
show beyond a doubt that the anii- 
religious campaign, renewed with much 
vigour a few months ago, is intended to 
continue. A recent article in Trup.. the 
organ of the Soviet trade unions, entitled 
“What is. Freedom of Conscience ?” 
offers the strange: answer. that it means 
the right of each person to maintain any 
creed, but -not to profess any religion. 

In order to build Communism, the 
paper declares, it 1$. necessary to mobilise 
all the creative forces of the working 
people. their energy, initiative, and apti- 
tude for innovation. But religion is the 
support of all that is obsolete, the 
defender of all that is Staghant and old. 
It concludes that * religion is the mortal 
enemy of science and hinders bclievers 
from increasing their knowledge and. their 
culture.” 


Anthology for Schools 


No less outspoken. and violently anti- 
religious 1s. the recently published 
anthology entiiled “ From Darkness into 
Light,” issued by the Soviet State Chil- 
dren's. Literature Publishing House. The 


anthology. according to a review in the 


Soviet Army 
collection of 


paper, Rep Star, is a 
“ anti-religious works— 
tales, poems, lampoons,. and passages 
from novels and. other 
Russian and foreign writers. - It . was 
compiled for the purpose of showing 
“the reactionary réle of. religion from 
antiquity to the present day.” According

HIS summer f visited Bursa. 


(formerly known as Brusa), 

the lovely “green city” of 
Anatolia, which was the capital city 
of the Ottoman Turks till they cap- 
tured Constantinople 500 years ago. 
It was on a Sabbath in Ellul. The 
Turks use the Hebrew name for 
this month, and also the Hebrew 
name Nisan for the spring month. 
I knew that there was a Jewish com- 
munity in Bursa, and I tried to 
find it. 

Nobody ‘at the hotel knew of Jews 
or a Jewish quarter, but. a bright 
young Turkish student at the Bureau 
of Information (the voluntary body 
designed to help tourists) knew where 
they were. Sure enough, the Jewish 
quarter was only a few hundred yards 
away from the hotel. I was told, 


indeed, that of the three old syna- 


gogues of Bursa, one was demolished 
to make-a part of the boulevard 
where the hotel stood.

| Skilled Linguist

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SCIENTIST OR PLUMBER? 
Controversy Over Einstein Statement 


From our Own Correspondent 


New YorK 
Professor Einstein's recent statement 
(reported jin last week's JEWISH 


CHRONICLE] that if he had his time 


over again he would choose to be a 
plumber or a pediar rather than a 
scientist, has aroused considerable 
comment, some of it hostile, some of 
it showing profound understanding of 
the probable reason for his remarks. 
Dr. Einstein’s statement was contained 
in a letter to the editor of the Reporter 
Macaziné, which had sought his reaction 
io a series of articles dealing with the 
situation of scientists in the United States 
today. He wrote that if he had to plan 
his career all over again he would not 


iry to become a scientist, scholar, or 


teacher, but rather choose to be a 
plumber or a pediar in the hope of find- 
ing ** that modest degree of independence 
available under’ the present circum- 
stances... 
‘Freedom to Protest 

In. publishing the letter, Mr. Max 
Ascoli, the editor of the magazine, said 
it was an honour, but hardly a pleasure, 
to publish the letter, since it would be 
freely used by enemies of the United 
States. But Mr. Ascoli added that the 
freedom to protest, which Dr. Einstein 
used in making his comment, could still 
be afforded in America. 3 

Some newspapers and radio and tele- 
vision commentators have termed Dr. 
Finstein’s remarks as “ shocking.” One 
prominent television commentator devoied 
a considerable part of a IS-minute news 
broadcast to giving Professor Einsicin a 
public lecture for his “ shocking  state- 
meni.” He expressed the conviction that 
Dr. Einstern would. have become a 
scientist anyway, and that his statement 


was an.indication of -defeatism, proving 


that people must fight for civil liberties 
and not tun away from heir responsi- 
bilities. The free world would be doomed, 
he thought, if young people were turned 
away from a_ scientific career by the 
words of Dr.- Einstein. 


A more balanced judgment was offered — 


in an editorial by the New Times. 
Admitting that Professor Einstein's state- 
ment must. have shocked many of his 
admirers, the paper said: “*. That the man 
who has peered more deeply into the 
secrets of the universe than any other 
human being should feel this way is, in 


part, a commentary on the times we live . 


in. We can understand and sympathise 
with those scientists who, like Dr. Ein- 
stcin, feel that the excesses commitied 
at tumes° in the name of securily are 


unhappy phenomena at sharp. variance.

* A Grievous Error” 

* But for Dr. Eimstein to urge in effect 
that young people renounce science and 
scholarship just because of these pheno- 
mena is a grievous error on at least three 
counts, First, Dr. Einstein implicitly 
exaggerates the “impact of security 
measures on. seience and scholarship in 
ithe United States today.

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REARMING GERMANY 
Reply 
To the Editor of THe Jewtsy CHronicie 


Sik,—The simple answer to Mr. 
Harry Samuels’s laboured rhetorical 
‘inquiry in your last issue is that, so 
far as World Jewish Congress policy 
is concerned, there is no connection 
whatever between my comments on 
German sovereignty, rearmament, and 
war criminals and Dr. Goldmann’s 
reception: to Dr. Adenauer in New 
York. The question of the reconcila- 
bility or otherwise of these events does 
not therefore arise. 

If he is really worried about 1. . can 
assure Mr. Samuels that Dr. Goldmann, 
President of the W.J.C., would endorse 
my comments which reflect correctly the 
settled and repeatedly declared palicy of 
the Congress. But what on earth has 
this to do. with the reception ? 

Dr: Goldmann is Chairman oi the 
Conference on Jewish Material Claims 
Against Germany, of which the Congress 
is one of 22 member organisations. His 
private reception to Dr. Adenauer (which 
was attended by a high official of Israel 
and by leading members of al! the 
principal American Jewish organisations) 
related exclusively to the Federal German 
Chancellor's conspicuously helpful part in 
the. difficult “ reparations” negotiations 
which led to the Luxembourg Agreements 
between Western Germany on the one 
part and. Israel and the Claims Confer- 


ence on the other. 

Dr. Goldmann presides over other 
important. organisations. But Mr. 
Samuels, who knows. this very well, is 


obviously unwilling to pose critical 
conundrums about the policies of - these 
other organisations: and the reception,’ 
and only remembers the Congress. to 
score so smart a dialectical pom against 


it. 
When the. Luxembourg Agreements 
were. hailed as an important gain. for 


Israel and world Jewry, and asa tribute 
to Dr. Goldmann’s. skill. in negotiating 
them, Mr. Samuels and others who think 
hke him carefully avoided any reference 
to Dr. Goldmann’s Presidency of. the 
The querulous. quibble of. involving 
Congress policy on’ German rearmament 
in the reception to Dr. Adenauer recalls 
the story of a scientific mission to’ the 
North Pole to test the valhdity. of Ein- 
stein’s relativity theory. Einstein, ‘it. is 
related, said that ff his relativity theory 
were 10 be found. correct the Germans 
would declare that he was a German, and 
the French that he belonged to the world, 
But if he .were to be proved wrong, the 
French would say he was a German and 
the Germans would denounce him as a 
Jew. | 

Of course, it would- be too much to 
expect that Mr. Samuels and. his ** Allies-: 
in-Wonderland could resist any: oppor- 
tunity, no matter how flimsy, of a little 
spot of Congress-baiting.

Exaggerated Attendance 
Figures 
To the Editor of Tue JewisH Curonicie 


Sirn,—Last Sunday, in absolutely 
perfect weather, only a few thousand 
Jewish ex-Service men and women 
thought # worth while to attend the 
annual parade and Remembrance ser- 
vice. 

Would not Ajex. the organisers, there- 
fore, be well advised to think again for 
the future before # degenerates into a 
farce, the only people present being the 
clergy, the Inspecting Officer, the V.1.P.s, 
the military bands, and, of course, that 
host of young men in bowler hats and 
white armiets who energetically dash 
about looking so very busy and impor- 
tant ? One shudders to think what would 
have happened on Sunday if there had 
been a downpour, or a biting November 
wind, or imdeed any “scasonable” 
weather. 

What reasons would justify continuing 
the parade as an annual event ? First, 
a Spontaneous urge on the part of Jewish 
ex-Service men and women to congregate 


on a national scale for the solemn pur-- 


pose of remembering and praying for 
their fallen comrades. In this connection, 
it would be desirable and indeed in keep- 
ing with military tradition, if the solemn 
remembrance were followed after a 
decent interval, by .a festive “ get- 
together ” during which the heart-warm- 
ing comradeship of the war years ‘could 
be recaptured. 

A second justification, although not so 
defensible, would be if the parade were 
a triumphant success, if only from the 
numerical standpoint. At the first post- 
war parade there .were, 1 would guess, 
about 12,000 present. They filled the 
Horse Guards Parade and made a brave 


show. Anything less than this must be 
regarded as failure. at 

n the field of practical politics the 
parade could serve an invaluable purpose 
in the event of a rise of antisemitism in 
this country. Should this happen, it 1s 
certain that the old calumny that Jews 
shirked their war dutics will be broad- 
cast, Against this eventuality—very 
remote, it is to be hoped—the highly 
efficient machinery for organising the 
parade should be kept in reserve and 
well oiled, rather than risk its destruction 
through the collapse of parade 
through sheer apathy. 

One of the factors which afe bringing 
the parade into disrepute is the guess- 
work that seems to go into the computing 
of the numbers present, Last Sunday, 
I counted about 3,000 in the actual 
march-past, yet in broadcast bulletins the 
figure was considerably higher. I 
recall that when the Duke of Edinburgh 
was the Inspecting Officer the broadcast 
figure was 15,000: a famous newspaper 
gave 12,000: and your paper said 7,000. 
When this last figure was subsequently 


‘challenged at an Ajex conference, it was 
upheld by Col. Bean, the then Chairman 


of Ajex. | 

The whole problem would be resolved 
automatically if the authorities could be 
persuaded to make the national Remem- 
brance Service at the Cenotaph non- 
denominational. Possibly the Council of 
Christians and Jews, of which the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, the Cardinal Arch- 
bishop, and the Chief Rabbi are principal 
officers, 2 give the matter some 
thought.

Sirn,—As a relatively “young” 
member of the Board. who has tried 
to take an active and, I hope, intelli- 
gent part in its proceedings since I 
joined it two years ago, | wish to 
comment on your leading article of 
last week on “ The Deputies and the 
Future.” 

As one who has spoken several times 
at the Board on German rearmament (and 
I have consistently maintained that British 
Jews have both the right and the duty to 
express their views on this subject outside 
the Board, ie., through their political 
parties, trade union branches, the local 
press, etc.), I am rather surprised at your 
saying that “* one of the worst aspects of 
these discussions is that political ideolo- 
gies extraneous: to Jewry are so often 
allowed to make the pace of debates.” 
“So often” is, I thmk, in any case 
much exaggerated. But if your remark 
means that “ political ideologies extran- 
eous to Jewry ’ should not be allowed to’ 
be introduced into debates, should not 
even be mentioned: if you mean that 
one should not express thoughts that may 


also be uttered by people whose political 


ideology is repugnant to the majority of 
the Board, then, Sir, I suggest that you 
are treading on dangerous ground. 
At the last meeting of the Board, Mr. 
Genese and I were criticised by one mem- 
ber, for whom I have the greatest respect, 
on the ground that we were exposing the 
Board to the charge of supporting the 
views of Moscow. . If I sincerely believe 
that an idea is good, does it become less 
good because it is also held in Moscow, 


or more good if it is also held in 
Washington or Paris | 
One last point. It is not only the 


Honorary Officers and Committee Chair- 
manships of the Board, but, equally 
important, the membership of the various 
committees, that should be considered in 
the light of personal qualification. . It is 
a bad thing for the Board, as for any 
other organisation, if people are re-elected 
committees because, .and . merely 
because, they have served on those com- 
mittees for years past.

Often this tragic 
fiasco takes. place in the presence of his 
own children and that of his numerous 
friends.. Where ts the self-respect which 
one should possess ? Little wonder that 
one of our Amida prayers during the 
Yomim Noraim is: “O God, give self- 
respect (Kavod) to Thy people?” 

Again, how increasingly numerous.are 
those who falter and stammer or even 
cannot read the printed biessings to be 
made when “ cadled-up for the Torah? 
Is it seeming for the Torah” when 
he who often. feels slighted if not given 
an aliya,’ cannot even recite the appfo- 
priate benedictions ? 

The following example is perhaps the 
most flagrant instance of. spiritual bank- 
ruptcy. How rarely do | come across 4 
bridegroom who can utter the nine words 
to his bride, as he places the ring on her 
right-hand index finger, by himself with- 
out the assistance of the two officiants ? 
For, according to strict halacha, the 
formula of harei at cannot be said by 
anybody in its entirety save the groom, 
because otherwise the bride belongs to 
the one who makes the declaration. in 
the presence of at least two witnesses. To

THE ZIONIST CONFERENCE IN BRUSSELS 


Question of Européan 
Council 


To the Editor of THe JewitsH CHronicce 


Sir. —Your fair and objective report 
on the. Brussels Conference laid 
emphasis on the controversy regarding 
the arrangements for the work of the 
European Zionist Council, It has 
rightly criticised some of the technical 
deficiencies and the excessive partisan- 
ship displayed by certain sections of 
the Movement. It has omitted, how- 
ever--no doubt because of lack of 
space—to underline other—in my view 
not less important—features of the 
conference. Allow me to mention 
some of them: 


(1) The representative character of the. 


Brussels meeting was not in doubt. The 
response from the smaller countries was 
impressive. There is no country in free 
Furope which failed to send delegates. 
lt was for instance pathetic to listen to 
the representatives from Finland. or 
Austria. pleading for help in their 
endeavour to keep up Judaism and the 
link with Israel, 

Another significant feature. was the 

active participation of youth delegates 
and the prominent part played by the 
women’s organisations—Wizo, Pioneer 
Women, and Mizrachi Women—in ‘the 
activities of the Zionist Movement in 
Europe. : 
' (2) The conference clearly brought oui 
the fact that Zionism is the most influen- 
tial factor in European Jewish life. The 
unnecessary squabbles, over minor 
details, could not overshadow the funda- 
mental fact that the Movement is full of 
vitality and feels deeply about the urgent 
tasks confronting it today, 

(3) The conference provided an ¢xcel- 
lent opportunity for an exchange of 
information and views; this was fully 
or ciated by everybody, especially by 
the delegates from the smaller countries. 

(4) The. reports given by representa- 
tives of the various groups form. an 
invaluable source of information regard- 
Jewish position in Europe. 

(5) The speeches by the youth repre. 
sentatives—-fresh and. vigorous——have 


made a great impression and. will-—it. is 


hoped—produce positive results. 

(6) For the first time at a European 
conference, a. number of delegates spoke 
in Hebrew-——a ‘new feature in Jewish life 
with great potentialities for development. 

(7) The Brussels Conference gave an 
opportunity to the various Zionist -ideo- 
logical groups to meet their friends from 


-abroad and to consult on a number of 


important issues which were not on the 
official. agenda of the conference. Of 
special importance: was the Keren 
Hayesod gathering which reviewed the 
question of the pro-Israel fund-raising tn 
Europe, with special reference to the 
J.P.A. campaigns and the bond drive. 

(8) The conference helped to strengthen 
the opening 
session, attended by about 2,000 people, 
has demonstrated the gréat interest taken 
by the smal] Brussels Jewish community 
in Israel -and Zionism. It was, as every- 
body .admitted, an impressive affair. 

(9) The conference expressed the views 
of European . Zionists regarding the 
external. problems confronting Israel 
today.. adopted a number resolu- 
tions dealing with the Middle East situa- 
tion and urged the Movement in the 
respective. countries to strengthen its 
public-relations work, | 

(10) The conference listened to two 
comprehensive addresses dealing with the 
present internal Zionist situation. Prob- 


lems of education, aliya, tourism, invest- 
ments, and organisational structure were 
reviewed. The two addresses were fol- 
lowed by a comprehensive debate which 
was summed up im a series of resolutions 
submitted by the Steering Committee and 
adopted by the conference. 
(11) The conference clearly 


out the idea that European ) A 


a Specific contribution to make and is 
entitled to proper representation in the 
highest organs of the world Zionist 
Movement, 

(12) Finally, the conference unani- 
mously agreed on the desirability of 
forming a European Zionist Council. 

All these accomplishments were 
achieved with a great measure of unity. 

here were serious differences . of 
opinion regarding one point and one 


point alone, namely, whether the Council | 


should have a machinery. This point led 
to vigorous discussions at the concluding 
night session of ihe conference, If not 
for the lateness of the hour and tiredness 
of the delegates, a compromise proposal 
would probably have been adopted. 

_ As things stand at present the con- 
ference rejected a detailed proposal 
regarding the composition of the secre- 
lariat; it has, however, also rejected a 
suggestion that the Council should not 
have any executive organs. It has asked 


the Executive of the World Zionist 
_ Organisation to consider details regarding 


the work of.the Council in consultation 
with the European Zionist leaders. 

This inconclusive debate regarding the 
organisational set-up of the European 
Council is to be regretted: it was brought 
about through the lack of time, through 
the. absence of a. proper. Zionist 
machinery on the Continent ; through the 
nervousness of a certain element on. the 
Continent; through the narrow-minded- 


ness of others. But it is not ‘correct > 


to say that the Brussels Conference did 
not produce any results. It has many 
constructive achievements to its credit. 
The lesson now tobe learnt is to. remedy 
certain mistakes made at Brussels. The 
case for a European Zionist Council is 
overwhelming, It must be set up!

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THE NORTH AFRICAN 
DRAMA 


THIS issue contains the final article in a 
series from our Special Correspondent in 
North Africa, Maurice Carr. His earlier 
survey of the same region, which we pub- 
lished in 1948, drew attention to the lowly; 


indeed tragic, social and legal condition of 


Moroccan and, to a lesser extent, of Tunisian 
Jewry. Today the Moghreb scene is domi- 


mated by an acute geopolitical crisis, which 
may lead to disaster or salvation, but which’ 


appears in any case to exclude indefinite 
prolongation of an uneasy status quo. 

The liberal French Government of M. 
MENDES-FRANCE is seeking, through negotia- 


tion with the moderate Tunisian Government 

- under Neo-Destour control, to establish a_ 
new régime of friendly coexistence, which 
attempt Cairo is understandably, from the 


Egyptian point of view, doing its utmost to 
sabotage. For if an autonomous Tunisia 


under French protection were to become the. 


first really democratic Arab State dedicated 
to economic and social justice and exercising 


- religious and facial tolerance, then the cor- 


rupt feudalism of the Arab heartland would 
be threatened on its western flank even more 
seriously than it is by the progressive Jewish 


State in the east; the emancipation of the 
lowly Arab masses everywhere would be 


hastened; and the now aggressive Arab 
League would be thrown very much on to 


United Nations and elsewhere, in wrecking 
the Tunisian peace talks, then the prospects 
are that Cairo hegemony may eventually 
expand to the shores of the Atlantic. 
chances are that the Arab militarists, flushed 


by such a huge victory, might then turn their 


attentions even more seriously to Israel. It 


is no exaggeration to say that events in- 
French North Africa may intimately affect - 


the lot not only of the half-million Jews 
there but also of Israel and by the same 
token of world Jewry. | 


What can world Jewry do about it, one 
may ask, except to look on apprehensively ? 
The answer is that world Jewry, and more 
particularly the Jews of Britain and America, 
can and must take upon themselves several 
vital missions. In the field of public relations 
we can help to make it clear that France 
today is ready to enter into an alliance with 


the democratic Arab nationalists, but refuses 


to yield to the extremists, who, if they won 
the day, would, among other things, imperil 
the very existence of the Jewish communities 
in the Moghreb. Washington does not seem 


to be as sympathetic, to put it mildly, to — 
the French cause in North Africa as one 


might expect, and American-Jewish efforts to 


correct the exaggerated pro-Arab policy of | 


the State Department should also embrace 
the Moghreb. At the same time it behoves 
us to request the French, through the appro- 
priate channels, to prevent any recurrence 


_of outbreaks such as the one which occurred 


at Petitjean, where the local authorities 
played a disgracefully passive role in the 
grom. Next there is much that the various 


international Jewish organisations, acting in 


concert, can do in the elaboration of a satis- 
factory legal status for the Jewish communi- 


ties of Morocco and Tuntsia when the 


hoped-for reforms. are introduced in those 
countries. 

Finally, our welfare organisations have an 
immensely urgent job of work to do in 
supplementing the magnificent social rehabili- 
tation programme undertaken in North 
Africa primarily by the American Joint 
Distribution Committee and the Alliance 
Israélite Universelle. Possibly a British Jewish 
delegation could visit North Africa to study 
conditions on the spot, as a preliminary to 
more positive action. Whether the Jews of 
North Africa emigrate to Israel or stay 


where they are—or, as is more likely, some 


the defensive. Conversely, if the Arab 
League succeeds, through the fellagha revolts 
which it has inspired in Tunisia and parts of | 
Algeria, through the campaign of terrorism. 
in Morocco, through manceuvres in the 


The . 


do the one thing and some the other—they 
must be helped to become normal, healthy 
human beings after centuries of degradation 
in isolation. | 

While hoping for the best, and unavoid- 


ably fearing the worst, in North Africa, we 


have a duty to intervene in the drama with 
courage, vigour—and discretion. 


JEWISH LADS’ BRIGADE 


IN connection with the diamond jubilee 
celebrations of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, 
which are being inaugurated next week, a 
special supplement, devoted to various 
aspects of that splendid organisation, 1s 
published with our present issue. The 
founder of the Brigade, at the end of the 
year 1894, was Colonel A. E. W. GOLDSMID, 
and the first company parade was held early 
in 1895 at the Jews’ Free School. At this 
time of commemoration, which is also the 
50th anniversary of his death, we do well to 
honour the memory of one of the noblest 
figures in Anglo-Jewish history. 


The life of ALBERT GOLDSMID was fraught 
with both romance and achievement. He 
was not born a Jew, the branch of the 


Goldsmid family to which he belonged 


having seceded from the community. As a 
young army officer, however, he determined 


to return to the faith of his ancestors—his 


wife likewise. becoming a  proselyte to 
Judaism—and thenceforth he evinced the 
most ardent devotion to the cause of Jewry. 
His military career was one of outstanding 
distinction, and he enjoyed the personal 
esteem of his Sovereign, who appointed him 
a Member of the Royal Victorian Order. 


_ Always, too, he displayed an intense loyalty 
to the Jewish people and to its ancient 


traditions, becoming a champion of Ortho- 
dox Judaism and of the Hebrew language, 
and leader of the Chovevei Zion movement 
in this country. In 1903 he was a member of 
the El Arish Expedition to investigate the 
possibility of Jewish settlement 


land in November, 1895, he specially jour- 
neyed to Cardiff (where Colonel GOLDSMID 
was military commander) in order to confer 
with this Anglo-Jewish pioneer of the 
Zionist Movement. Both these great men 
were practical visionaries who, before their 


death in 1904, had successfully initiated 


comprehensive and far-reaching schemes for 
the renaissance of the Jewish people. 


It is not without significance that the © 


Jewish Lads’ Brigade remains as one of the 


-lasting memorials of Colonel GoLDsmip, 


whose daughter, the Dowager Lady SwayTn- 
LING, is now its Hon. President. For it 
finely embodies those ideals of which he was 
such a perfect exemplar. In his combined 
service for Britain and. for Jewry, he would 
rightly have scorned any suggestion of rival 
loyalties. For 60 years the Brigade has 
grandly: fulfilled its object: “To train its 
members in loyalty, honour, discipline, arid 
self-respect, so that they shall become worthy 
and useful citizens, and a credit to their 
country and their community.” At the time 


of its foundation it was the first Anglo- 


Jewish youth organisation to be set up for 
the amelioration of the social and spiritual 
life of the rising generation. In this field 
it was a veritable pioneer and it has since 
witnessed radical changes in social welfare 
work for our young people. However much 
conditions and problems may have changed, 
the fundamental need remains for the volun- 
tarily accepted discipline and moral guidance 


which the Brigade offers its members, If - 


more officers were available, its valuable 
work could be extended to several districts 
where new Jewish communities have recently 
been established. There must be many 
qualified for the work who will respond to 
this urgent call for personal service. 


BOOKS FOR ISRAEL 

As reported in our Parliamentary news in 
this and last week’s issues, the Government 
most unwisely persists in its refusal to make 
any financial provision to facilitate the entry 
of British books into Israel. 
to justify the refusal, both Mr. R, A. BuTLER, 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, and Mr. 


R. H. Turton, the Under-Secretary for 


Foreign Affairs, have stated that Israel is 
earning about £6,000,000 sterling a year, 
from which amount, they suggest, it might 
allocate a sum for British books. It is true 


that Israel earns approximately this annual 
sum by the export of oranges to Britain. At 
the same time, it should be pointed out that 


in. the. 
Sinai Peninsula. When visited Eng- 


- gious manuscripts and documents. 


In attempting 


during the six years of its existence Israel 
has spent within the sterling area as a whole 


something like £100-£120 million in addition 
to the amounts earned by selling goods. In 
view of Israel's well-known currency position, 


its Government can scarcely be blamed for 


curtailing, to the absolute minimum, its 
allocation of foreign currency for the import 
of books, particularly whem: it is still faced 
with the problem of such a large dispropor- 
tion between its foreign currency earned and 


foreign currency needed for expenditure. 


With the continuing improvement in this 
country’s financial position, it is earnestly to 
be hoped that the British Government will 
soon feel able to review the situation. Israel 
is at present being flooded with American 
and Russian books—subsidised in effect by 


their respective Governments—and there 


exists a large unfulfilled demand for British 
books. This demand is met only to a frac- 
tional extent by the newly instituted gift- 
token scheme, promoted by the Anglo-Jewish 
Association 
enterprise, for certain limited categories of 
books. While, however, the reading public 
in Israel regret being unable to have more 
books from Britain, the regret should not be 


felt.by them alone. British books, especially | 


text-books and real literary works, ought to 


be readily available in Israel. for several 


reasons, but especially for the spread of 


mutual good will between the two countries. 


As it is, much “ glossy-backed ” ephemeral 
material from America finds its way 


unimpeded into Israel, while on the other 


hand, apart from the enormous propaganda 
potential of much of the Soviet literature, 
some of the Russian technological and scien- 
tific text-books have been making much 


headway. There is thus a double challenge 
“to meet if we in Britain are to retain our — 


prestige over there. It is within the power 
of the British Government to relieve the 
unfortunate situation by a more liberal and 


therefore more forward-glancing outlook. 


RELIGIOUS. CENTRE | | 
Rass Dr. Isaac HERzOG, the Chief Rabbi 
of Israel, is now on a visit to this country 
to enlist support for the plan of establishing 
in Jerusalem a Supreme Religious Centre. 
This project was explained at a banquet that 


was held in London on Monday last. It 


envisages the erection, on a site that has 


already been procured, of a magnificent 


edifice that will eventually cost over 
1£1,000,000. This building, the construction 
of which has already commenced, is designed 


to serve a number of important purposes. | 


In the first place, it will house the Israeli 


Chief Rabbinate, which has hitherto -been . 


accommodated in inadequate and unbecom- 
ing premises. Here will be situated the 
Supreme Beth Din and the Jerusalem District 
Religious Courts. A central religious library 


will be formed from the collections of books, 


salvaged from the destruction in Europe, 
which have been temporarily stored for this 
purpose, and to which will’ be added further 
collections which are now in course of com- 
pilation. Here, too, will bé assembled the 
central religious archives, comprising reli- 

A reli- 
gious museum is also contemplated, that will 
house the objects which have been discovered 


during recent excavations in Israel, together 


with those which have been rescued from 
the destroyed Jewish communities of Europe. 


It is planned that this eight-storey edifice, 


built of solid Jerusalem stone, shall contain 
a synagogue, numerous offices, judges’ cham- 
bers, studies, consultation and meeting 
rooms, and a restaurant. Most significant 
of all, perhaps, are the world-wide purposes 
which are contemplated for this Centre. It 
is proposed to establish here a Rabbinic 


‘Research Centre, where rabbis and scholars 


from Israel and the Diaspora will assemble 
to discuss and give judgment on important 
Halachic problems which cause perplexity in 
this modern age. In this connection the 
architectural plans include a spacious con- 
vocational hall, with public galleries and 
committee rooms, for international rabbini- 
cal conferences. The scheme is comprehen- 
sive and imaginative, and many hope that it 
will result in the convoking ultimately of 
a Sanhedrin to study and—more important— 


pronounce upon the many thorny problems 


which still beset particularly the Orthodox 
community (Get, aguna, shemitta, etc., come 
readily to mind). There are bound to be 
difficulties, however, and even this week an 
Agudas Israel meeting in London (reported

History, we are always being told, 


is, in the final. instance subjective. the 
product of the historian. So. as the 
historian in the case, while being as 
objective as I think I need, 1 am feel- 
ing the history in my own way.

For one 
thing, I'm bound to leave out a name 
and a date some other person thinks

| intend to use dates as clothes-pegs 
on which to hang the fabric of the 
Brigade’s history. And 1 will begin 


with the most important, the starting 
date, 1894. and with the most impor- 


tant of several important names. that 
of the founder, Colonel A. E. W. 
Goldsmid, who, inspired by the success 
and ideals of the Boys’ Brigade, started 


the J.L.B. in the East End in order.to. 


give some sort of focus to the Jewish 
boys of the slum areas. He-was aided. 
to their lasting credit, by the Macca- 
beans, a body of Jewish professional 
men which was then only. its 
infancy and which existed to 
“ promote the -higher interests of the 
Jewish race.” 

Thus the first Anglo-Jewish boys’ 
club was established. It was an urgent 
need.. The social scene was radical], 
different from today... A poor. boy 
was under no care from a.central bod\ 
such as the L.C.C., and his parents, 
as Itkelv. as not only recently. settled 
in this country. rarely had either the 
time or the means to give opportunity 
There’ was 


from childhood, to adolescence, and 
then to manhood. 

The task of the J.L.B. was, there- 
fore, mainly a psychological one. It 
sought to give discipline to the indi- 
vidual by ensuring a willing acceptance 
of authority without servility— 
Whether it was to parents or employers 
or to one’s fellow-men. It sought to 
foster esprit de corps, to give a sense 
of personal pride. The boys were to 
feel they were no longer tone 
wolves fending for themselves in a 
hostile world, but part of an organisa- 
tion that depended on them both as 
individuals -and as members of a 
whoie. With the increase of juvenile 
violence today, that function of the 
J.L.B. is stil as important as it was. 
even. though the impetus is not the 
same. The need is still there, even in 
a Welfare State, and it will always be 


“there for one or another reason. It 


might be imagined that club 
instigated to combat certain particular 
forces would collapse when those 
forces cease to exist. The J.L.B. has 
proved that boys will always have a 
need for such -a céntral point in their 
lives that their schools. or homes 
cannot give them—-somewhere where 
they themselves go voluntarily.

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SIXTY YEARS’ RECOLLECTIONS

were crammed together, the nucleus 


of the first company of the Brigade 
was drawn. Yet, in spite of condi- 
tions of life which today would seem 
unimaginable, the spirit of the young, 
though dormant, was there ready to 
be stirred by any who had the 
imagination to grasp the opportunity. 

It was with vivid imagination that 
its founder, Colonel A. E. W. Gold- 
smid, then an officer of the Royal 
Engineers, who was impressed by the 
work of the Boys’ Brigade, suggested 
to the Maccabzan Club that a similar 
organisation for Jewish youth should 
be established. To his inspiration, 
therefore, the J.L.B. owes its existence. 

In a brief résumé of the sixty years 
of the Brigade it is not possible to 
mention by name all who have con- 
tributed to its well-being, but those 
who, with its first Commandant. were 
associated. with its foundation should 
be mentioned, so that future genera- 
tions may know to whom they are 
indebted for the J.L.B. of their day. 

To Algernon Lesser, who mothered 
the Brigade in its difficult beginnings 
and who took the first contingent of 
twelve boys to camp in 1895; and to 
Ernest M. Halsted, who formed the 
first company, the Free School Com- 
pany, and who throughout his whole 


life devoted himself to the service of |

THE AT HOME By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


HE London. nerve-centre. of 
the Jewish Lads’ Brigade -is 
not easy to find. It is tucked 
away at the. back of a nondescript 
building opposite the palatial Baker 
Street head offices of a well-known 
chain-store organisation. But it is 
here that for the past year the 
Brigade as a whole, as well as the

For 40 vears the J.L.B. had _ its 


H.Q. at Camperdown House, in the 
Aldgate area. 
post-war migration. from the battered 


East End, coupled with. the rapid 
growth of new: communities in the 
suburbs, made it necessary for the 


Brigade to move its centre of activity 
to the heart of London. Here the 
routine day-to-day work is done: col- 
lecting subscriptions ; ordering equip- 
ment; arranging appeals. bazaars, and 
other gatherings in conjunction with 
the hard-working fund-raising com- 
mittees; publishing magazines: pre- 
paring forthe annual camp -at 
Walmer: and dispatching orders. to 
UMts. 

The provincial groups—in Manches- 
ter, Birmingham, Glasgow, and Shef- 
field-—are more or less autonomous. 
And even in London activities are 
decentralised, local commanders being 
encouraged to take the initiative and 
to make their own arrangements to 
Strengthen the movement.

HEY had to raise the chuppa 
at the Central Synagogue 
when Louis Gluckstein 
married there in 1925; otherwise 


the bridegroom would not have 


been able to get under it. The most 
obvious thing about Sir Louis is his 
great height ;. and because’ perforce 
he looks down to his fellow-men, 
the casual observer might sometimes 
mistake for condescension what is 
really courtesy. It does not take a 
long acquaintance with Sir Louis to 
realise how innate is that courtesy ; 
neither does it take a long acquain- 
tance with him to realise that 
another outstanding characteristic 
of the President of the Liberal Syna- 
gogue is his conservatism, in fact 
his orthodoxy. 
In using such terms as “con- 
servatism” and “orthodoxy,” one 
thinks of some of the most pleasing 
characteristics Of the English middle- 
classes as they flourished in the pre- 
1914 era. Born in 1897, Sir Louis is 


‘ the son of the late Joseph Gluckstein, 


one of the founders of the firm of 
J. Lyons and Co., Ltd. He was 
educated at St. Paul’s, but for his 
generation the age-old conventional 
progress from school to university was 
interrupted by a spell in the trenches. 
He volunteered for the Forces in 1915 
and remained in the Army till 1918, 
becoming a Lieutenant in the Suffolk 
Regiment. On the outbreak of the 
Second World War promptly 
returned to active service and rose to 
the rank of Colonel. | 


: 


In the meantime, Sir Louis had com- 
pleted his education at Lincoln Col- 
lege, Oxford, and had established 
himself as a barrister practising in the 
Chancery: Division. He took “silk” 
in 1945, and, though he had ceased to 


supporters of 


practise, received the honour of elec- 
tion to the Bench of Lincoln’s Inn 
m 1952. 

The curtain rises on Sir Louis 
Gluckstein’s political career jn 1929, 
when he contested Nottingham East— 
in the Conservative interest, of course. 
He was unsuccessful, but’ won the seat 
in the Conservative landslide of 1931 
and retained it until the Labour land- 
Slide of 1945. After an unsuccessful 
attempt to regain Nottingham East in 
1950, he wooed Holborn and St. 
Pancras (again unsuccessfully) in 1951, 
Whether safer Conservative strong- 
holds: had been barred to him and 
whether any prejudices were the opera- 
tive cause must for the time being 
remain a‘ matter of conjecture. The 
flexibility of the British political 
system enables it to hand out alterna- 
live prizes at a moment's notice, and 
Sir Louis’s services were rewarded with 


a Knighthood in the Coronation 
Honours of 1953. - 
* * 


Sir Louis’s contributions to the 
recorded deliberations of Parliament: 
during his fourteen years’ membership 
of the House of Commons were dis- 
tinguished neither for their frequency 
nor their length. Except on the Cater- 
ing Wages Bill, he was an undeviating 
supporter of the Government; and 
when in 1939 distinguished Christian 
the Government felt 
impelled to oppose or abstain. from 
supporting the Government over a 


White Paper which whittled 


Jewish rights in Palestine, Sir Louis 
was one of those who trooped into 
the Division Lobby in its support. At 
this interval of time it would be wrong 
to repeat the criticisms which. this 
action evoked in Jewish _ circles. 
Rather do we see both sides of a 
qualitv-——the quality of loyalty—which 
like Sir Louis never failed to 
display during those © melancholy

years: , mutter 
against the Govern-

It would 
unfair to Sir Louis 
to attribute his 
action on the Mac- 
Donald White 
Paper solely to 
party loyalty and 
not to a philosophy 
of Jewish life.

The 
leaders of the 
Liberal Synagogue 
adhered loyally 
to the teach- 
ing of their 
minister, the late Rabbi Mattuck, who, 
with all the force of his considerable 
intellect, brought them up to an 
approach to Judaism which corre- 
sponded closely in its outlook to what 
was fashionable among the middle- 
classes of the Western world. To this 
form of Judaism. Jewish nationalism 


"ran counter, and Dr. Mattuck and his 


friends, accepting the logic of their 
position, fought it. stoutly. | 
Thus many. people think of Sir 
Louis’s participation. in Jewish life in 
relatian to an hysterical episode in the 
affairs of the Board of Deputies which 
was at its frenzied worst ten years 
ago. If they had to’ raise - the 
chuppa for him in the Central Syna- 
gogue, he more than once raised the 
roof in the Adolph Tuck Hall. He 
stood almost alone; .a colonel; a 
Tory ; a Liberal in religion, an anti-.

Zionist among Zionists, lacking that 
capacity for cosmopolitan phrase- 
making which often does duty for 
Jewish brotherhood, he seemed to 
personify everything that the Board 


had been Jed to regard as un-Jewish, | 


What was most provoking was that 
while the gusts shrieked around him, 
he remained, lofty and unmoved, 
delivering well-aimed shafts with 
polished irony and in: well-modulated 
tones. Eventually it grew too much. 
Owing, it must be suspected, to log- 
rolling between different groups on. the 
Board, the Liberals were denied cer- 
tain rights in the matter of marriage 
secretaries, and Sir Louis withdrew 
even before he was able to persuade 
his synagogue to do likewise. 


One wonders whether either side — 


understood the other. On the one 


side there was a noisy intolerance 


which was the counterpart to a passion 
and determination welling up from 
centuries of agony; on the other there 
was the classical tradition in which 


‘the sons of English gentlemen were 


educated, with its all-important watch- 
word “Nothing to excess.” The 
issue between the Liberal Synagogue 
and the Board has since been settled, 
but though the Liberal Synagogue has 
returned to the Board its President 
prefers to stay away. He is missed 
from the Board. There are the few 
who, though they would not admit it, 


felt bigger when they could “go for” 


a tall, well-spoken colone! than they 
can when indulging in a barney with 
smaller fry who remain ; and there are 
the many who liked Sir Louis per- 
sonally and felt that the Board was a 
better place for having men with his 
knowledge of public affairs. 


But Sir Louis’s participation in 
Jewish jife does not take him outside 
the calm waters which to a man. of 
his conservative disposition are ‘the 
proper place for the transaction of the 
affairs of voluntary societies. As Presi- 
dent of the Liberal Synagogue. as 
Chzirman of the Bernhard Baron 
Settlement, as President of the Macca- 
beans, and as Commandant of the 
Jewish Lads’ Brigade, to the duties of 
all of which offices he attends with 
the utmost assiduity, his time is fairly 
well filled with the affairs. of Anglo- 


Jewry. But they are affairs over which | 
no one loses his temper, voices are not 


raised, and everything is sweetly 
reasonable ; men seek good and do it, 
without being outwardly moved by a 
great or revolutionary purpose. Yes, 
it is the embodiment of conservative 
Judaism.

other big towns, tales were told of 
remote Atlas Jews who engaged in 
agriculture and who rode dashingly 
on horseback like proud Berbers, even 
flaunting curved daggers. Positive as 
we were that it was all a myth, we 
asked the Jews whom we met on the 
way to direct us to these heroic folk. 
None could. The wayside Jews them- 
selves were either itinerant artisans or 
pediars or pilgrims. Often too poor 
to own even a donkey, and subsisting 
on a hunk of bread and a handful of 


fruit all day, they plodded along dully 


yet tirelessly. for endless mile’ after 


mile, with meek shoulders feebly 
slouching and with muscular bare 
calves powerfully swelling at each step. 
The. pioneering life in Israel would be 
luxurious for these Jews, if they could 
-but break themselves of théir roving 
luftmentsch. habits. . 
We did encounter in the flesh two 
almost. legendary Jews. Youngish, 
powerfully built, with long beards, 
they marched along each with.a sack 
of walnuts on his back-—a gift for a 
rabbi in Meknes, some 700 miles away, 
whom they were going to see

fairly fluent Hebrew, not as a dead

-——he saw us out into the night. The sky, 
aflicker with shooting stars, appeared 
to wince as if suffering from a_ner- 
vous tic. An unveiled fat young Berber 
woman hovered hopefully about us. 

At dawn, moving in a cloud of dust 
raised by churning wheels, we pene- 
trated into the kasbah or castle 
country. Here bright red mud-walied 
fortress-villages, storey piled upon 
storey. rise to a great height out of 


the bright red flat earth, in what looks 


like a perpetual sunset glow. The 
kasbah unit is a huge rectangular com- 
pound, strengthened by at least four 
tall square towers, one at each corner. 


In a fortress-town like Taourirt, just 


outside Ouarzazate. there is a bewil- 


salt, ironically applied to the ghetto 
as a place in need of salt, of wil, a 
place in fact inhabited by infidels 
and fools. 

The mellahs gave us a welcome that 
can only be described as Messianic. 
The sound of our hooter was to our 
hosts like the blast of Elijah’s shofar -« 
our American automobile’ was the 
transfiguration of the white ass carry- 
ing the King of the Jews; and we, 
one and all, were treated like princes. 
Before our jnterpreter could explain 
the object of our visit, the meliah 
Jews understood. We came quite 
unannounced, unheralded. yet our 
arrival seemed to be expected. Had 
they not waited patiently. dogeedly, 
through the millennia for redemption ” 
They were glad but not surprised that 
we had turned up at last to lead them 
to the land of Israel. Phiegmatic 
believers in miracles, these Atlas Jews 
would surely have manifested as [tt 
astonishment if their dead had sud- 
denly risen, risen from those wretched 
graveyards where the headstones are

Discussion at South 
Manchester 


From our Correspondent 


MANCHESTER 
- Various aspects of the Manchester 
Jewish community were described by 
four of its leading members in a dis- 
cussion, entitled “Our Community,” at 
the South Manchester Literary Society 
on Sunday. 

The history of the Council of Man- 
chester and Salford Jews was outlined 
by its President, Mr. Samuel Glicher, J.P. 
The council originally dealt with the prob- 
lems of immigrants from the Continent, 
he said.

The growth of ihe Manchester Shechita

MARTIN QUARTET 


A fourth string quartet by Bloch had 
its first public performance in London at 
Conway Hall on Sunday evening, by the 
Martin String Quartet. It is charac- 


_ teristic Bloch, longer and in more serious 


vein than the third. Its four movements 
all alternate between bursts of vigour and 
moments of tranquillity or calm; it opens 
with typically Bloch wistfulness and 
closes on a note of quiet resignation. The 
Andante movement has an appealing 
song theme which finally prevails over 
the more stormy middie section. Particu- 
larly mteresting in the “ Presto” third 
movement a  Short-breathed tune 
reminiscent of a children’s. play-rhyme, 
which by augmentation is transformed 
into a dirge, then returns in its original 
time-value. But the work is full of 
interesting moments. The Martin String 
Quartet gave it a good if not very subtic 
performance. 


HURWITZ ENSEMBLE 


The Hurwitz Chamber Ensemble pre- 
sented an all-Mozart programme at the 
Chelsea. Town. Hall on Thursday of last 
week, playing some of the composer's 
most delectable . music - for small 
orchestra, such as the “* Divertimento ™ 
in’ and the “ Serenata Notiurna 
K 239, not so well known. and not -so 
hackneyed, as the K 525.

A Palace of Strangers. By SAMUEL

The “Cohens and the Kellys” 
theme, so. beloved of the modern film 
world, is generally pictured as a huge 
comedy stuffed with sentimentality 
and punctuated impartially with Irish 
and Yiddish folk-songs.

_ In one respect, this edition of the 
Zionist Year Book is an improvement 


on the previous one-—the number of 


errors appears to have been reduced 
considerably. But the volume is still 
marred by the inclusion of trivial items 
and exasperating errors. The list of 
errata is by no means complete. It 
certainly. have included 
corrections of such obvious mistakes 
as “ Progrom in Tunis” (p. 36) and 
“ Paole Zion” (p. 132). 

Of the many odd features of the 
book, probably the most curious is 


the “ Who's) Who.” a_ hotchpotch 
which includes some people whose 


sole claim to fame its apparently that 
they are Zionist workers (aren't we 
all ?). There has been a lack of 


‘judgment in allocating space in this 
section, as well as in the bibliography, 


which includes many unimportant 
articles published in periodicals. 

- Equally curious is the preferential 
treatment given to the World Jewish 
Congress.

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JEWISH PUPILS IN A COUNTY 


GRAMMAR SCHOOL 


By E. W. MAYNARD POTTS 


HEN I became headmaster 
of Hendon Grammar 
¥ School nearly. fourteen 
vears ago, about ‘one-tenth of the 
pupils were Jewish. The propor- 
Hon has risen and is now about 
one-third. 
One of my earliest decisions was 
that. the Jewish pupils must not 
become an jsolated group in the school 
-eceiving treatment that was better or 
worse than that given to other English 
pupils. In matters connected with the 
beliefs and practices of religion | 
decided that there must be frank 
recognition of differences between 
Christian and Jew, but in all else there 
should be no differentiation because 
of religion or race. I made it clear 


' to the school that I would not tolerate 
‘condemnation of “a 


pupil solely 
hecause he was a Jew, nor did I wish 
the Jewish pupils to withhold approval 
or friendship from non-Jewish pupils. 

Once it had become accepted that 
all pupils were equally welcome in the 
schoo! community we were able to 
appreciate the richness of the material 
which: we. were to ‘handle. The 


presence of girls as well as boys gave — 


a fine range of human and social 
understanding ;. a large staff of men 
and women offered a width of interest 
seldom found in a single-sex school ; 
the contrasts and the agreements of 
the. Christian’ and Jewish religions 
provided a stimulus to feligious and 
philosophical thought ; the Continental 
background of many of our Jewish 
pupils brought international problems 
into the very. classroom. 


Encouraging Religious Groups 

Faced with so stimulating a variety 
I set out to plan a school which would 
not. crush imdividual differences -but 
would encourage choice of subject and 
variety of out-of-school activity. In 
religious. societies I encouraged. the 
division of the school into a Christian 
fellowship and a Jewish study group, 
but in‘ all other activities I opposed 
any purely Christian or purely Jewish 
clubs. One consequence of this is 


that the school is unusually quiet on 


Friday evenings. 

Despite. my... efforts to avoid 
differentiating between -Jewish and 
Christian pupils, some general 
differences can be. observed. — In 
athletics Jewish boys gain their greatest 
success; they like football but find 
that conflicts with religious obser- 
vance. Jewish girls are rarely out- 


Standing in games ; diet, early physical 


development, and. general lack of 
interest may explain this. 

Languages and history are favourite 
subjects among Jewish boys and girls, 
though success in. English is not very 
common. The least favoured subjects 
are domestic science and woodwork ; 
In ofe the girl ts restricted by dietary 
laws and in the other the history of 
Jews in England 


of 


explains the 


preference for intellectual pursuits. 

hen we ran farming camps during 
the war there were few Jewish boys 
and girls who were skilled 
improvised cooking or in practical 
farming. 

The Jewish boys and girls make a 
great contribution to the appreciation 
of beauty. They are not unwilling. 
to admit their liking for music, drama. 
and the colour of life as are many of 
our other pupils. They talk more 
easily and often have more impressive 
manners. Sometimes, of course, this 
liking for colour in clothes and life 
seems to go too far, but from a head- 
master’s point of view the readiness 
of the Jew to appreciate beauty can 


be of great use in training the more 


reserved Christian, | | 
The rebuffs which the Jewish com- 
munities have suffered in this and 
other countries. have | left . Jewish 
parents and pupils perhaps too anxious 
to please authority. As a headmaster 
I find them ready to compromise (on 
all except religious matters) and 
extremely generous in financial help. 
I try to encourage independence of 
judgment in Jewish pupils rather than 
to increase their submissiveness, even 
though a sturdy independence among 
pupils and parents may make the head- 
master’s life harder. ; 
Reluctant Fathers 


As a.Head of a_ co-educational 
school I have often found fathers of 
Jewish girls reluctant to let them con- 
tinue their education in the sixth forin 
Or at a university. To me there is 
no doubt of the wisdom of educating 
the mothers’ of the next generation. 
A community that remains unwilling 
to do so is likely to fall behind in 
these days of ever-growing knowledge. 

For fourteen years my aim has been 


to encourage a relatively small group | 


of. Jewish boys and girls to feel free 
to develop their own individuality in 
a predominantly Christian school. I 
have advised them about their. mis- 


- takes and made it plain that | welcome 


their contribution to the: life of the 
school. But now that one third of 
the pupils are Jewish it is common for 
our language forms to have a Jewish 
majority. As this majority is. not 
always sure how to use its power, the 
Christian’ minority in the form is not 
as contented as I could wish. Instead 
Christian school benevolently 
disposed towards a Jewish minority, 
we have Jewish majorities ‘unused to 
the task of treating a Christian 
minority with fairness, tact, and 
encouragement. Are the seeds of anti- 


semitic feeling being planted in these | 


forms which have Jewish majorities ” 
Will this school lose its value to Jewish, 
pupils if it has too many of them ?— 

The answers to these questions lie 
in the future, but it is clear that advice 
and support from the Jewish com- 
munity is needed if the school is to

In the. past. the.sense 
of Jewish leadership had been moral and 
spiritual, “under the guidance of the 
rabbis: There had been Jewish leaders of 
different sort, and in different. spheres. 
men like Disraeli, Heine. Lassalle. Leon 
Blum, and Mendés-France. Weizmann’s 


great sense of wortd citizenship. It could 
truly be said that the voice. of Weizmann 
was the voice of Jewish history. 

Weizmann, went on Dr. Talmon, finally 
came. up against conditions and -citcum- 
stances which. he neither. the 
temperament nor the training fully to 
meet. If he was not the man to. cope 
witha rapidly deteriorating situation, 
Ben-Gurion was certainly the man for 
the hour of dire. Jewish emergency.

Nuclear research workers in Israel

AGREEMENT WITH FRANCE

Following the decision of the Presi- 
dent of the Neuwied District near here 


to close down a boarding school estab- 
lished at Kurtscheid. in the Wester- 


wald, by a Czech Jewish refugee, Mr. 


Eric-Maria Buechse, a meeting was 
held at Kurtscheid this week with the 
participation of the local Mayor, the 
Catholic priest, and leading village 
officials to discuss the situation. — 

Mr. Buéchse had not been invited and 
was only afterwards confidentially 
informed of the proceedings. 

The occasion had been used by the 
local representatives to abuse Buéchse 
and his project.in the most reckless way, 


None of the officials present did any-— 


thing to stop this flood of abuse and 
hatred of the “ Jewish rogue and alien.” 

The Jewish headmaster was afterwards 
‘informed in writing by the Rhineland 
Palatinate Government in Coblenz that 
his school. was to be closed down for 
* reasons of public order and security.” 
The decision, according to informed 
quarters here, is due to the openly. hostile 
attitude of the Minister for Cultural 
Affairs in the Rhineland-Palatinate at 
Coblenz, who from the outset had not 
concealed. his opposition to Bueéchse’s 
idea of establishing, amid strictly Catho- 
lic surroundings, a boarding school where 
pupils were to have been educated in an 
atmosphere of tolerance and religious 
freedom. 

Replying to an appeal by the head- 
master, the Hesse Government has now 
advised Mr. Buéchse to transfer his 
boarding school to Hesse territory. The 
however, has stated that, - for 
financial reasons, he is unable to do So.
